1 . Claims 83, 85, 87 and 89 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See 
MPEP § 608.0 l(n).

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-II appears to be plastid transformation. 

However, Blowers et al (WO 99/05265, cited in the search report) teach a method of 
plastid transformation in which the transformed plant material is first placed on culture medium 
without a selection agent, then transferred to medium containing the selection agent (pg 43, lines 
13-23). Thus, claim 41, among others, is not novel. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking Groups I-II is not special and the Groups are not 
so linked under PCR Rule 13.1. 
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These groups are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked to 
form a single general inventive concept.
